Baltimore City Bacteriolo- 
gist Succumbs to Disease 


He Investigated— Serum 
Does Not Save Him.

BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 11.— 
Dr. William Royal Stokes, director 
of the Bureau of Bacteriology of 
the health department, died of 
psittacosis, or parrot fever, last 
midnight at the Mercy Hospital. 
He had worked with Dr. Daniel 
S. Hatfield, director of the Bureau 
of Communicable Diseases, investi- 
gating the disease. Dr. Hatfield for 
two weeks has been ill with what 
is thought to be parrot fever. The 
announcement of Dr. Stokes’ iIl- 
ness was made Feb. .. after he had 
been ill at his home for some timie, 
presumably with a cold. 

Dr. Stokes handied the parrots 
supposed to have died of the dis- 
ease, conducted post-mortems, and 
tested the blood of persons believed 
to be ill from it. 

A serum made from the blood of 
a person who had recovered from 
the disease was used in an effort 
to save Dr. Stokes’ life. The se- 
rum was made in the laboratorics 
of the health department, the first 
of its kind made and, so far as is 
known, the first administered in 
the State. 

Several deaths, Including three 
in Baltimore, have been ascribed to 
psittacesis. The outbreak began 
in Annapolis and has resulted in an 
embargo on parrots. 

Dr. Stokes, who was 59 years 
old, went to the Bureau of 
Bacteriology here in 1896 and de- 
veloped it into one of the best 
equipped in the country. He 
worked among and developed the 
germs of virtually every communi- 
cable disease known to the medical 
profession. His widow, a son and 
daughter, two sisters and his fa- 
ther survive. 


ALL PRECAUTIONS 
PROVE USELESS

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—With 
one of their number a martyr to 
science and another in serious dan- 
ger, ee of the Federal 
PubHc Health Service are contin- 
uing their perilous search for a 
psittacosis—parrot fever—cure. 

Dr. Charles Armstrong of. the 
Health Service, who has been seek- 
ing to isolate the psittacosis germ, 
is suffering from congestion in his 
left lung and his illness was 
diagnosed definitely today as par- 
rot fever. Harry Anderson, lab- 
oratory assistant, died Saturday of 
the disease, apparently contracted 
while working with Dr. Armstrong. 

Despite these casualties, the 
scientists of the service unflinch- 
ingly have returned to their tasks. 
Two volunteers have taken the 
places of Armstrong and . Ander- 
son. 

Disinfectants, rubber gloves and 
other precautions against infections 
have proved useless. Until the 


bacteriologists are taking their 
lives in their hands whenever they 
handle the diseased parrots. 
Perhaps a Filterable Virus. 
Scientists at the hygienic labora- 
tories today expressed fear that 
the psittacosis organism may be 
one of the filterable viruses. A 
filterable virus, they explained, was 
less than one micron, or a thou- 
sandth of a millimeter in diam- 
eter, small enough to escape be- 
tween the icles of an earth- 
enware tube. Variations of these 
infinitely small forms of life are 
thought to be responsible for such 
diseases as mealies, smalipox, in- 
fantile paralysis and such animal 
diseases as pleural pneumonia in 
cattle. 
The parrot fever investigation, 
according to Dr. George W. McCoy. 
director of the Hygienic Labora- 
tory, is proceeding along three 
lines, none of which has yet been 
successful. 
The first endeavor has been to 
ascertain whether infection is pos- 
sible only from diseased parrots. 
Anderson contracted the disease 
by handling these birds. It is not 
definitely known, however, wheth- 
er the disease is communicable 
from person to person. It has 
been possible to pass along some

Members of the sub-committee 
made it known today, however, 
that they were still in doubt about 
the constitutionality of the bills 
and that some members also doubt- 
ed that they would materially aid 
the courts. 

The committee's action was_re- 
garded in several quarters as a set 
back for this phase of the law en- 
forcement program so far as the 
present session of Congress is con- 
cerned. 

The House has already passed 
another measure recommended by 
the commission and President Hoo-

Blasts Shatter Windows 
Block Away—Hulk Now 
Rests on Hudson Tube; 
Traffic Suspended.

NEW YORK, Feb. 11. — The 
North German Lloyd liner Muen- 
chen burned and sank at its pier in 
the Hudson River today a. short 
time after it had docked at the 
end of a voyage from Bremen. No 
passengers were aboard. 

The fire was accompanied by a 
series of explosions in one of the 
holds. Firemen pouring water in- 
to the hold were thrown off their 
feet. The blasts shook the whole 
ship and the pier. . 

The explosions tore away nearly 
all the aft railing, smashed all the 
windows, and littered the aft: decks 
with wreckage. Windows in pier 
No. 41, a block away, were shat- 


tered. As one explosion followed 
another, the ship's plates were 
ripped apart. 

Fire Marshal Thomas P. Brophy 
attributed the explosions to spon- 
taneous combustion of nitrate of

part of ‘the cafgo. ‘There also were 
40 drums of shellac in the hold. 

There were four explosions, each 
heavier than the one before. After 
the ship sank, there was a muffled 
boom under water, indicating a 
fifth explosion inside the hull. 

Four Men Missing, 7 Hurt. 

Four firemen, blown into the 
river off the deck by the first ex- 
plosion are missing. They are 
Louis Gillian, John Bofinger, James 
C. Farley and John Harvey. There 
was a report that Harvey had 
drowned. 

Capt. Michael Gibney of Engine 
Co. No. 4, the first to afrive at 
the dock, was thrown heavily to 
the deck by the first explosion. His 
shoulder was dislocated. Mrs. 
Josephine Gehrke, 50 years old, a 


stewardess, was lightly injured in 


the same way. Karl Sieveke, 19, 
Bremerhaven, Germany, a seuman, 


was overcome by smoke while he, 


with other members of the crew, 
attempted to extinguish the fire 
before the firemen arrived. Lieut. 
Harry Duryea of the fireboat: Wil- 
lett was cut on the head by flying 
glass. 

The 263 passengers had léft the 
ship before the explosion. Many 
of them, however, were still on 
the pier, having their baggage ex- 
amined by customs men. They were 
ordered away as the flames spread 
and the ship was cleared of its 
crew. ™ 

The fire broke out in hold No. 
6, aft, in which part of the shel- 
lac was stored. It quickly spread 
to hold No. 5, and the explosion 
followed. 

Tug Alongside Damaged. 

The’ Lackawanna Railroad tug 
Newton, which had drawn along- 
side the liner as the fire was dis< 
covered was badly damaged by the 
first explosion. Despite the damage, 
the tug'’s crew continued to use 
the fire fighting apparatus with 
which it is equipped. 


The shop docked at 9:10 
o'clock. The fire was reported 
shorly after 11. At 12:32, atfter 
the fifth alarm had been turned 
in, the entire back énd of the liner 
was aflame, and all the firemen 
had left the ship. They continued 
to play streams of water on the 
fire from the pier until the liner 
sank. 

The Muenchen listed heavily to} 
port as it sank, and the flames 
continued to sweep along the top 
deck. 

North German Lloyd officers es- 
timated the loss at $6,500,000—$6,. 
600,000 for the ship and $500,000 
for the cargo. 

The Muenchen pier, where the 
fire and explosions occurred, is in 
the Hudson River, just west of 
Greenwich Village, lower Manhat- 
tan. 

Because the hull of the liner lies 
directly above the uptown Hudson 
tunnels, Chief Inspettor John 
O’Brien of the New York. Police i 
Department, at 1 p. m., ordered all 
traffic through that tube with-' 
drawn. | 

O’Brien explained that it was 
feared that another suéh strain

form of sickness but whether this 
is psittacosis is not 
known. 

In the second line of action, the 
scientists are searching for a 
bacterium, a unicellular plant or- 
ganism, similar to the various 
para-typhoid organis~s. Such an 
organism. it is said. was isolated 
in France about 40 years ago when 
the first outbfeak of psittacosis 
was studied. The hygienic labora- 
tory workers have been unable to 
isolate this bacterium. 

The third phase of the work is 
directed towards learning every- 
thing possible about the disease 
itself. Location of the organism 
is virtually necessary for a quick 
diagnosis and for the working out 
of a specific remedy. At present 
the scientists are practically help- 
less. 

The Baltimore health service 
has prepared a serum from the 
blood of persons recovering from 
the disease. Use of such serums 
from convalescents has proved 
beneficial in cases of infantile 
paralysis, but so far as parrot fev- 
er is concerned, the use is entire- 
ly theoretical. 

Convalescent serums are based 

on the theory that when an or- 
ganism such as is responsible .for 
parrot fever invades the body, 
somewhere in the system mult!- 
tudes of “anti-bodies” or hostile 
organisms are formed, which in 
pouring into the blood stream, at- 
tack the invaders. When the 
“anti-bodies” become numerous 
enough to overpower the invad- 
ers, the patient begins to recover. 
If these “anti-bodies’’ have been 
formed in the blood of one per- 
son, they can be transferred to 
the blood of another who has con- 
tracted the disease or been ex- 
posed to it. Theoretically, these 
“anti-bodies,” when injected into 
the blood of the newly-diseased 
person, will perform the same 
function as when in the system 
in which they were formed. 
Physicians and bacteriologists at 
the hygienic Sfaboratory are not 
minimizing the importance of the 
malady which made its appearance 
in Annapolis about a month ago and 
which since has broken out in scat. 
tere@ areas in this country, causing 
the death of 17 persons and the se- 
rious illness of many more. 
Commenting on the work of the 
health service, one of the scientists 
said today: 
“It was a terrible thing to have 
happen. When we first began 
work with psittacosis we had no 
reason to believe that it was any 
more dangerous than anything else. 
But now we know it is about as 
dangerous a thi-g as there is.” 

Direct Transfer to Persons. 

There is no longer any reason to 
doubt, it was stated at the hygienic 
laboratory, that the organism is 
transferred directly from parrots 
to human beings. Thus far at- 
tempts to transfer it from parrots 
to other birds, notably pigeons, 
have been unsuccessful here, al- 
though success has been reported 
in other laboratories. 
There no. pears to be good 
evidence, it was said, that it can be 
transferred from person to person, 
although apparently not easily. 
Just what happens is difficult to 
determine. It is fairly clear, it 
was said, that the organism is so 
hardy it can live outside the blood- 
stream in the feaihers, the mouth 
and the nose of an infected bird. 
and thus passed on to any one who 
comes in contact with it. 
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TOOTS GLARK MURDER 
LAID 10 GANGSTERS 


Killing of Former , Union 
Officer Likely to Remain 
Unsolved Crime. 


Police are without a definite 
clew to the identity of the mur- 
derers of “Toots” Clark, former 
financial secretary and business 
agent of the Cleanérs’, Dyers’ and 
Pressers’ Union, and his killing has 
been added to the list of unsolved 
murders here. 

However, theories are not lack- 
ing. One is that Chicago gang- 
sters, seeking to contro! the indus- 
try here, resented Clark’s contin- 
ued interest in the union after hie 
resignation as an official last Oc- 
tober. 

This theory brought forth an- 
other to the effect that “Toots” 
had been shot with poisoned bul- 
lets. as is the custom in sotne (‘hi- 
cago circles. This has been dis- 
proved. At the request of Clark's 
family. bullets removed from his 
body Dec. 30, three days afier he 
was shot, were examined by the 
city chemist who found they were 
of the ordinary variety. Cartridges 
from a shotgun abandoned by ore 
of the slayers at the scene were 
examined but no trafe of poison 
was found. 

Chief of Detectives Kaiser 
laughed at a story that € iark, 
a week before he was shot, had 
thrown a bottle of nitroglycerin— 
which failed to explode—at sever- 
al enemies he passed when riding 
on Washington avenue downtown. 

““Toots’ had a playful trick of 
throwing stench bombs contained 
in milk bottles, and that’s probably 
what happened.” Chief Xaiser said. 
“If. he had hurled nitroglycerin, 
nobody would haye lived to tell the 
story.’’ 

As has been told, Clark was am- 
bushed and shot by several men in 
two automobiles who crowded his 


car to the curb at Spring avenue | 


and North Market street. He was 
taken to City Hospital and later 
transferred to Missouri Baptist 
Hospital, where he died Sunday 
A Coroner’s jury yesterday re- 
turned a verdict of homicide. at 
the hands of unknown parties.

Gallagher said the money 
which went for. salaries was reai- 
ly for the .benefit of travelers, no 
less than thy much smalier amount 
expended directly on relief. .The 
chief need of travelers is service, 
not money, she said. She told how 
the workers of the fund . helped 
aged persons and children to get 
on the right trains, to get tickets 
and have baggage checked, and to 
find addresses in the .city. 

In 20 cases shown by her record, 
the fund employes have rendered 
first aid to persons coming here to 
meet each other and be married. 
+} Fund representatives have  ar- 
ranged for the licenses ang have 
acted as witnesses to the wed- 
dings. 

Sick persons have been taken to 
hospitals, Miss Gallagher said, and 
money has been provided in emer- 
gency cases, but in many cases has 
been repaid by the travelers or 
their relatives. Most of the ex- 
penditures have been for trans- 
portation of persons stranded here. 

In their work, Miss Gallagher 
said, the social workers ‘make 
every effort to sift deserving pre- 
sons, temporarily in need of coun- 
sel or money, from professional 
beggars and panhandlers.

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|OPEN VERDICT IN DEATH 
OF DR. WALTER P. ZELL 


Dentist and Office Associate 
Had Whisky Highballs. Be- 
fore Fatal Fall. 


An open verdict was returned to- 
day at the conclusion of a Coro- 
ner’s inquest into the death of Dr. 
Walter P, Zell, dentist, with offices 
at 3124A North Grand boulevard, 
who died last Thursday of injurics 


| suffered under yuhexplained circym . 


ces. 

Reporting an an investigation re- 
quested by the Coroner when the 
inquest was continued last Friday, 
police said Dr. Zell apparently was 
hurt accidentally in a fail. The 
verdict stated that death was 
caused by general peritonitis fol- 
lowing a ruptured bladder. 

Dr. Zell was found in his office 
Jan. 29 when his office attendant. 
Miss Rose Catobias, reported for 
work in the morning. She called a 
doctor, who had the dentist re- 
moved to Mullanphy Hospital. 
where he died. 

Police Capt. Stinger. in charge 
‘f the investigation. reported that 
Dr. ZeH and Dr. Vietor J. Méein- 
iardt, physician, who shared officc 
space with Dr. Zell, had had whis- 
‘-y highbalis and sandwiches served 
‘n the offices and later Pr. Zell 
fell on the floor and hurt himself. 
Patrolman Thomas P. Mulrooney 
told the Coroner that Dr. Zell had 
been drinking heavily for two or 
three years. He had been told, he 
said, that the dentist “couldn't 
stand much,” and frequently stum- 
bled over things and fell down 
when under the influence of iffuor. 
It was not unusual for Dr. Zell to 
remain over night in his offce, the 
policeman sald. 

At the hospital, the office assistant 
gave her blood for a transfusion, in 
an effort to save Dr. Zell's life. Re- 
alizing that he was dying, he sum- 
moned Assistant Circuit Attorney 


and made a statement exonerating 
Dr. Meinhardt. He said he had 
been injured either in a fall or 
while cranking his automoble, and 
that he had not been kicked or 
beaten. 

Dr. Zell also effected a deathbed 
reconciliation with his divorced 
wife, Mrs. Alice Zell, who resided 
with their son at 4640 Loughbor- 
ough avenue. Dr. Zell, who was 
37 years old, was a graduate of St. 
Louis University and had served 
as a Major in the dental corps dur- 
ing the World War.

War is costing England, Philip Snowden says: 
$5,000,000 a day. 3 = j 
3000 a minute; 

We can all understand that language. Usually the 
cost of war is strung out in interminable figures that 
leave most of us cold. We can’t think in billions. But 
when we are told that war eats up $3000 every 60 
seconds we do “get it.” Mr. Snowden is an economist 
who can talk to the man in the street. 

Another Englishman, Sir Philip Gibbs, has been dis- 
cussing this same subject in its social, political and | 
economic aspects in the Saturday Evening Post. He, 
too, has the gift of lucid speech; not quite the polem- 
icist that Snowden is, but an interesting and convinc- 
ing pamphieteer. Gibbs thus describes the English- 
man’s plight: “For four months every year a mod- 
erately successful man has to sit down to work not 
for himself er his family but for the national ex- 
chequer.” In other words, the average well-to-do 
citizen of England hands over a third of his earnings, | 
in the form of taxes, to war. : 

What about ourselves? From April 6, 1917, to 
Nov. 11, 1918, we spent money as money was never 
spent before. When it was all over we found that our 
national debt was $26,000,000,000. The amiable War- 
ren G. Harding. in the happy days at Marion fol- 
lowing the election, remarked that “Government, after 
all, is a very simple thing.” He soon realized his er- 
ror. The ruinous cost of war quickly impressed itself 
upon him. And the Washington conference—the first 
successful effort in history in armament reduction— 
is Harding's monument. 

The expression twenty-six billions is too overpower- 
ing for comprehension. It just does not “click.” Mr. 
Hoover was more effective when, striving to create a 
favorable public sentiment for the conference now in 
session in London, he informed us that our Gov- 
ernment was spending 72 cents of every dollar of its 
revenue on account of war. 

But Snowden’s $3000 a minute is the blue-ribbon 


noise made by street cars during the 
night. 

You can hear a street car coming 
about four or five blocks, and you can 
then hear it until it is four or five blocks 
away. It seems that a great many of 
the cars have flat wheels, or that the 
springs on the cars are worn out, but 
that is something that I could not judge. 

Why not do away with all the street 
ears from 10 at night until 6 in the 
morning? The number of persons that 
is carried on street cars during this 
 gutomobile age is very small, and, im 
fact, 1 think that it could be done with 
a great saving to the street car com- 
pany. 

Instead of running street cars the 
company could run busses with rubber 
tires. The paper stated the other day 
that the St. Louis Public Service Co. 
has purchased the People. Motor Bus 
Co. which would give it an opportunity

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INJUSTICE IS THE WORD. 

The St. Louis Court of Appeals has made a ruling 
in the case of a claim under the workmen's compensa- 
tion law which the court frankly recognized as an in- 
justice. It is an injustice. 

As result of the ruling the Missouri Federation of | 
Labor will undertake at the pext session of the Legis | 
lature to have this section of the law amended. It 
The claim originated in the death of a Western 
Union messenger boy, Angelo Triola, whose wage was 
$15.24 a week, which, it was shown, was contributed 
te the support of the family. The law provides a 
death benefit for total dependents of two-thirds of the 
wages of the deceased for a period of 300 weeks. On 
that basis of calculation the award in this instance 
was $3048. This amount was allowed by the com- 
mission and also by the Circuit Court. The Court 
of Appeals reduced the judgment to $786.39, under a 
section of law which reads: 


If there be partial dependents, and no total 


all partial dependents by the employe at the time 

of his injury, shall be paid by the employer to 

of such dependents proportionately. 

It developed in the trial that the boy’s father 
earned $22.80 a week and a brother $21, making the 
total weekly family income $59.04. In the Court’s 
construction of the section quoted there were no total 
dependents, and the legal award, therefore, was not 
two-thirds of the boy’s earnings for 300 weeks but two- 
thirds of his one-fourth quota of the family income. 
So that instead of receiving $10.15 a week—two 
thirds of the boy’s wage—the Triola family will re 
ceive $2.62 a week, which is two-thirds of one-fourth 
of the family income. 

The injustice of the award is emphasized by the 
fact that there are 10 members of the Triola family. 
Further, if the family earnings had been $150 a week

fourth, but onetenth of that total, and the award / 
under the law would have been $444, or $1.48 a week. ! 


The point of injustice acknowledged by the Court 
of Appeals does not have to be labored. The fair in- 
tent of the compensation act has in this instance been 
poignantly destroyed by a clumsily written section of 
the law, to the letter of which the Court of Appeals 
has scrupulously adhered.

N SPITE OF THE CATASTROPHE in 

Wall street the United States remcins, 

as it has been for a long time, the rich- 
st country in the world. The growth of 
America’s wealth and its increased nationa! 
income constitute one of the most striking 
ohenemena of modern times, and though 
-his manifestation is commonly associated 
with the war, the Americans were actually 
srowing rich faster than we Europeans were 
even before we had to pay our costa of 
reconstruction. Yet all the time Europe was: 
working as hard as America. 

America’s annua] income rose from $7,- 
406,000,000 in 18890 te $12,000,000,000 in 
1890, $18,000.960,000 im 1900, $30,500,000,- 
v0 im 1910, $72.400,000,000 im 1920, and 
$90,000,000,000 in 1928. These figurea, re- 
cently amnounced by Julius H. Barnes at 
che meeting of the International Chamber 
of Commerce at Amsterdam, are usefu' 
only if ene bears in mind the fluctuations 
of the dollar during the last 50 years. 

The national income increased $2 per 
cent between 1880 and 18990. It increased 
‘T per cent between 1890 and 1900, 21 per 
cent between 1900 and 1910, 17 per cent 
between 1910 and 1920, and 78 per cent 
between 1920 and 1928 Inmceme per capita 
imereased at a rate of 52 per cent between 
($80 and 1890, at a rate of 37 per cent be 
tween 1890 and 1900, at a rate of i3 per 
cent from 1900 te 1910, ef a rate of 15 per 
‘ent from 1910 te 1820, and at a rate o' 
35 per cent between 19208 and 1928. 

The entice picture represents a graduai 
decline in the rate of growth since 19090, 
which since 1920 suddenly changed to a 
new and rapid rise, relative as well as ab- 
solute. Between the two perieds of in- 
creased growth a caesura Occurred, but it 
was not due to the war. It had existed 
since 1900 and the war merely accentuated 
a tendency that already existed. We are 
therefore led to a somewhat unexpected 
cenclusion: it was not the war that en- 
riched the United States! This result may 


-seem stypefying. but let us remember that 


the national wealth of America, $205,.00¢0.,- 
300,000 when the war broke out. increased 
to $320,000,000.900 in 16 years, but that this 
sum represented in purchasing pewer only 
230.000.000.000 pre-war dollars. The Unit- 
ed States did not grow rich through the 
war but through the consequences of the 
war, and the increase of its national in.

Colonizing was almost at an end and im- 
migrants were tending more and more to 
enter industry rather than agriculture. The 
agricultural sources of wealth began te de- 
teriorate while at the same time Ane-.cal 
industry was not yet strong enough to com- 
pete in the world market with its Eurcpean 
rivals, two factors that caused the inceme 
of the country to rise iess rapidly. 


Then came the war, bringing perhaps not 
many immediate advantages but preparing 
the future. Im tke four corners of the 
earth it epened to American business the 
markets that the warring nations of Europe 
had to abandon. At the same time the de- 
crease in American immigration deprived 
the American economic structure ef labor 
at the very moment when it was most need 
ed and the Yanxees were obliged to com- 
pensate for this lack by the mest rational 
and scientific kind of organized produetion. 

When the war ended and was followed by 
a crisis of adjustment to new conditions, the 
United States appeared on the worid scene.

shiners for conspiracy to violate 
the Volstead act in furnishing the 
accused moonshiners with sugar 
and yeast, will be former em- 
ployes of the corporations, United 
States District Attorney Provine 
said today. 

Government agents have worked 
more than a year in gathering evi- 
dence for this case. 

Provine announced that the firm 

of J. E. Hubinger Bros. Co. of Keo- 
.Kuk, Ia., manufactruers of corn 
sugar, also had been indicted for 
conspiracy to violate the Volstead 
act in the sale of its product to 
moonshiners.* 
Eight of the alleged moonshin- 
ers, arraigned yesterday, entered 
pleas of not guilty. Several are at 
large. The corporations will be 
arraigned through their counsel at 
ta later date. 

“I can say the Government does 
not anticipate trouble in establish- 
ing the fact that the Corn Prod- 
ucts Refining Co. and the Fleisch- 
mann Yeast Co. have supplied 
moonshiners in Western and South- 
ern Illinois with more than 200 
carloads of corn sugar and yeast 
within the last year,” said Provine. 

“We expect te prove the corpo- 
rations knew. these raw materials 
were being used for the illicit. dis- 
tilling of alcohol. 

“In this case the Department of 
Justice will seek to test the scope 
of the Volstead act-as it relates to 
supplying moonshiners with raw 
materials for their business in 
wantonly flouting the laws of the 
Government. 

“The conspiracy act under which 
these indictments. were.found not 
only contemplates iliegal acts, but 
makes a legal act in furtherance 
Yor the conspiracy an offense |. 
against the United States. On that 
ground we are proceeding in this.
